andevery Parifh be a Ware-houfe? Trade 
will be burthen’d with Corporations,. which 
are generally equally defiru@ive as Mono- 
polies, and by this Method will eafily be 
made fo. 

Parifh-Stocks, under the Direion of Ju- 
flices of Peace, may fvon come'to fet u 
petty Manufactures,. and here {hail all ufeful 
things he made, and all the poorer Sort’ of 
People fhall be aw’d and bya(s'd to trade 
there only. Thus the Shop-keepers,. .who 
pay Taxes, and are the Support of our‘a- 
land Circulation; will immediately be ruia- 
ed, and thus we fhall beggar the Natien to 
provide for the Poor. 

As this will make every Parifh a Market 
Town, and every Hofpital a Store-houfe, fo 
in Londen, and the adjacent Parts, :o which 
vaft Quantities of the Woollen ManufaQtere 
will be thus tranfplanted thither, will in 
Time too great, and:difproportion’d Num- 
bers of the People affemble. 

Tho’ the fettled Poor can’t remove, ‘yet 
fingle Pevple will ftroul about, and fol: 
low the Manufaéturer ; and thus in‘ Time 
fuch vaft Numbers will be drawn about \Lon- 
dem, as may be inconvenient to the Govern. 
ment, and efpecially depopulating to thofe 
Countries, where the Numbers of People 
by reafon of thefe Manufactures are very 
confiderable. 

An eminent Inftance of this we, have in 
the prefent Trade to Mufcovy, which how- 
ever defign’d for an Improvement to the 
Englifb Nation, and boafted of as{uch, ap- 
pears to be converted intoa Monopoly, and 
proves injurious and deftru€tive. to the Na~ 
tion. The Perfons concern’d, removing and 
carrying out our People to teach that impoe 
lifhed ‘Nation the Improvements they are 
capable of. 
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“Tf, the bringing the Fiemings to Zugland 
brought with them their Manufagture and 
Trade, carrying our People.abroad, efpecial- 
ly to a Country where the People work tor 
‘jittle or nothin do te 
wards ioftruéting that populous Nation in 
fuch Mahufaétures, as may in Time tend to 


the Deftrudtion of our Trade, or the ree. 
ducing our Manufacture to an Abatement in 


Value, which will be felt at Home by an 
Abatement of Wages,. and thac in Provi- 
fions, and that in Rent .of Land; aad fo 
the general Stock finks of Courfe?
